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Part of Immense 
Project Is Plan 
For Trolley Line 


Barber And Associates Propose 


Twenty Million Dollar Subway 
Through City of Cleveland-Then 
Utilize Canal Bed. 


The tremendous proportions of the project backed by Ohio C. 


Barber, millionaire match king of Barberton, to link the Great Lakes 
with the Mississippi by means of an electric.trolley line is brought 
out in a lengthy article carried by the Cleveland Press AVcdnesday 
evening. 
Barber and his associates, are asking the city council at 


Cleveland to grant a franchise for the construction and operation oc 
a freight subway starting at the lake front and running under the 
city connecting with the Lake Shore, Pennsylvania, Nickel-plate, N. 
Y. C., Eric and W. & L. E. railroad sj steins. The proposed subway 
would cost about $20,000,000 and it is further planned to connect 
the subway by sjirface railroads through the Cuyahoga river valley, 
with the Muskingum river valley and thence to the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi. 


It is hardly probable that there wil be further developments in 


the branch of the project which contemplates the utilizing of the 
Ohio canal bed as a route for the trolley line. It is thought, how- 
ever, that action along this line will follow action in the subway 
matter.

Barber is to state his own con-

The crosstown subwav is intend 


ed to be a great distributing ar- 
tery for lake and railroad com- 
mercial traffic, 
according to its 


backers. They say such a subway 
would make Cleveland the heart 
of a commerce to which national 
railroad systems, lake, river and 
ocean carriers 'would be contrib- 
uting factors. 


Would Make Land 


Here is a view of the proposed 


subwav based on plans of engi- 
neer Green: 


Tt would be a concrete tube. 60 


feet wide by 20 high, extending 
from big lakeiront docks south 
under E. 55th-st directly to Broad- 
way and E. 55lh-st, a distance of 
41-2 miles. 


The tunnel would contain four 


tracks of standard railroad gauge. 


It would tap these railroad sys- 


tems: The Lake Shore, Penn- 
svlvania, Nickel-plate, N. T. C , 
Erie and the W. & L. E.. connect- 
ing- them with lake traffic. 


Electric locomotives of power- 


ful, 90-ton type would be used to 
haul freight cars for transfer of 
freight from one road to th" 
other, or from roads to lake ves- 
sels. 


The ffreat quantity of earth ex- 


cavated for the tunnel would bo 
used to fill in 161 acres of sub- 
merged lakefront land, giving a 
frontage 
of three-fourths of a 


mile. 


Big docks, some bearing stor- 


age warhouses, others car unload. 
r>rs and are handling machinery, 
would be constructed at the lake-

First Report Found To Be Correct 


-Second Report Said Nebraskan 
Might Have Struck Mine - Noth- 
ing on Board Under German Ban 


London, May 26.—President Harold Sanderson of the Interna- 


tional Mercantile Marine, late this afternoon 
officially 
confirmed 


the torpedoing of the American steamer Nebraskan by a German 
submarine. The ship was under charter to the concern of which 
Mr. Sanderson is the head, though owned by the American-Hawai- 
ian Steamship Company. 


"The Nebraskan was flying tlic American flag when she was 


torpedoed," said Mr. Sanderson. ''She was chartered 
by us to 


bring over a cargo, but was returning in ballast. 


"The ship had not a single thing aboard which could possibly 


come under the German ban. The German action is astounding in 
view of (be fact Unit, the Nebraskan was flying the American 
flag 


and was bound for America.'' 


The, Nebraskan incident, has caused a profound sensation here. 


The general impression is that it will alVcet the German-American sit 
nation acutely.'*

This was 
quickly followed by another re- 
port that her steering gear had 
broken down and still a third said 
that the vessel had struck a mine. 


The rumor that the Nebraskan 


had been 
torpedoed orinigated 


wiih the Glasgow Herald, which 
stated that the American ship had 
been attacked by a German sub- 
marine off P^istnof. 


The Herald did not state the 


source of its information. 


The latest reports agree th~at 


the steamer is still afloat and will 
be able to reach Liverpool. 


The report that the Nebraskan 


had been torpedoed caused excite- 
ment in maritime circles in view 
of the fact that 1h,R United States 
protest against Germany's suhma- 
i ine warfare is still unanswered. 


Was On Her Return Journey. 
Tho Nebraskan sailed from New 


York for Liverpool on May 7 and 
started her return journey on Mon 
day. 
She is a steel 
built, twin 


screw driven steamship of 4,409 
tons gross and 2,284 tons net and 
is owned by the American-Hawai- 
ian Steamship Company. She is 
WO feet long and 48 fe^t in the 
beam and is in th^ freight trade. 
The Nebraskan was built at Cam- 
den, N J.. in 1902 and hailed trom 
New York. 


The Nebraskan, though owned 


! by the American-Hawaiian Line. 


I is under charter to the United 
Transport Line and flies the Amer- 
ican flag She carries a crew of 
forty. The ship did not carry any 
cargo when she left Liverpool on
